iSft-ri L. K. Shroff (Raichm) ; Mr. Speaker, Sir, We have 
got the Select Committee Report on this Bill before us for 
discussion. I feel thatvthe ^lect Committee has improved 
upon the original Bill and included comprehensive provisions, 
not only with regard to the dejfmition of the word “ Habitual 
Oiffender ”, hut also with regard to the restriction and.settle- 
toent of Habitual Offender. I would like to invite the at- 
tention of the House to the fact that Section 110 of the Criminal 
Procedurfe Code does not specifically state at what stage a 
person sltould te considered as a Habitual Offender. Section 
liO reads as follows : 

“Whenever a Presidency Magistrate, District Magis- 
trate or Sub-Divisional Magistrate or a Magistrate of thfei&i^ 
Class specially empowered in this behalf by the State Govern- 
ment receives information that any person within the local 
limits of his jurisdiction is by habit, a robber, house-breaker 
thief or a forger, etc.,..” 
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It will be seen from the wording of Section 110 . P.C. 

that the stage when a person should be considere as a 
robber or thief by habit etc. is left to the discretion f the 
trying Magistrate for determination. But ho.vever am 
glad to say that in the Bill under discussion, it ha- been 
clearly stated that within a continuous period of five years 
a person must have been sente c d to a substantive term of 
imprisonment on not less than three occasions. Tnerefore 
definiteness is bei a-v attemepted to be given to the definition 
of the word “ Habitual Offender and in this respect, a 
gi-eat inprovement has been made in the Bill. 

Some hon. Members of the House have taken objection 
to the provisions of clause 3, as provided for the Select 
Committee. It is said that, under this clause, the trying 
Magistrate can not only require a person to show cause 
why he should not be bound over for his good behaviour, 
but also require such a person to show cause why an order of 
restriction should not be made against him. Hon. Members 
who raised this objection probably did not give the impor- 
tance that it is necessary to the words “ may in lieu of or 
in addition to ”. When a notice is given, the Magistrate 
can proceed only when the definition of the word “ Habitual 
Offender ” as provided in clause 2, is complied with. That 
means, at least on three occasions, a person should have been 
sentenced to a substantive term of imprisonment. If that 
is not the case, — that is, if on less than three occasions, such 
sentence has been given — ^no notice can be issued for rest- 
riction also. Therefore, to say that these proceedings can 
be jointly proceeded with i. e, for binding over as well as 
for good behaviour and restriction, is not true always. 

I am surprised to find that opposition has-been expressed 
to all the provisions of this BiU on the ground that it is meant 
or is likely to be applied to parties having different political 
affiliations. I really fail to understand how hon. Members 
could think in this manner. Is, it the fear of the hon. Members 
that people who belong to different political parties, other 
than the party in power, or persons who are always likely 
to indulge in activities which come under the purview of this 
Bill are going to be aff ected ? If they think about themselves 
in that manner, I ani afraid, there is nothing to be said further. 
In this connection, I am reminded of a proverb that is often 
quoted in my mother-tongue Kannada. It runs as follows ; 
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It means whe n a person asked another man whe^ e was 
the thief who stole away the pumpkin, the latter at once began 
touching his shoulders thereTiy iadicating “ I am the person 
who did that.” I am at a loss to understand why hon. Members 
should think that this Bill is intended to be applied only to 
persons belonging to a certain political party. This is a general 
Bill applicable to all persons who come under the purview of 
this Bill. It does not at all mean that this Bill will be applied 
only to persons belonging to a certain political party. There 
may be persons belonging to other political parties. The 
affiliations to political parties are not the considerations ihat 
govern the application of the provisions of this Bill. Th%t 
being the case, I really fail to understand why opposition 
should be taken to the very enactment on this Bill. One 
hon. Member even went to the extent of saying many things 
against the Home Department, against the party-in-power 
and so on. Probably because he spoke in a language which 
could not be understoood by all the Members of this Houes, 
he could continue to speak without any objections being taken 
by this side. 

Well, I feel that the Report of the Select Committee is 
a very great improvement upon the original Bill, and I plead 
that it should be accepted by the House.
